According to the New York Journal of Commerce, 
the amount of specie, now lying in the banks of that 
city, is rated, by intelligent persons, at seven millions, 
and is still increasing.

Murder.—There is a great excitement at Richmond, 
Va. in consequence of the supposed murder of a Mr. 
Reid, a Scotchman, who recently arrived at that place 


Suspicions fell 
upon the keeper of a public house at a place called 
Rickett's, which was the last place to which the de- 
ceascd was traced. The landlord was arrested and 
examined, but nothing appearing against him, he was 
discharged. Subsequently a man by the name of 
Simpkins, came forward and alleged that Ainsworth, 
with a Hampton pilot, and another, were the actual 
murderers of Reed ; that he saw them perpetrate the 
deed, &c.

There appears to be no doubt that 
Reid was murdered ; and that he was suspended to a 
tree after his murder, probably to induce a belief that 
he committed suicide —Essez Reg.
